WASHINGTON, Jan. 28. 


—(JF)—President 
Roosevelt 


asked congress today to au- 
thorize millions of new ex- 
penditures 
on the navy's 


fighting force and 
army's 


land 
defenses to 
bolster 


armaments he termed "in- 
adequate for the purposes of na- 
tional security." 


Outstanding among the Presi- 


dent's requests for armed "pro- 
tection" based "not on aggression 
but 
on defense" was a 20 per 


cent Increase in the navy build- 
Ing program. 
"Navy officials 
estimated 
the 


cost would be $800,000,000. 
Mr. Roosevelt also recommend- 


ed spending $17,330,000 for bet- 
terment of the army, Including 
$8,800,000 for anti-aircraft arma- 
ments. 


The program he outlined calls 
for building two additional bat- 
tleships and two additional cruis- 
ers during the calendar year 1938. 
Mr. Roosevelt estimated, in dis- 
cussing the message at his press 
conference, that the cost of en- 
tiro 
new 
long-range 
program 


would be 
$29,200,000 during 
the 


fiscal year that begins next July 


The 
president's 
recommenda- 
tions are In addition to two battle- 
ships and eight cruisers already 
under construction and two more 
battleships and two more cruisers 
to be authorized In the 1939 naval 
appropriation bill, now pending in 
congress. 


The President coupled to his re- 


quest for better national defense 
a recommendation 
that congress 


provide for taking the profits out 
of war and for "the equalization 
of burdens df possible war."

hunt buffalo 
-with the 
Indians, 


and drive all the buffalo out of 
the vicinity, thinking by driving 
off 
the 
buffalo 
the 
Indians 


would follow. 
This prudent ad- 


vice they did not'follow, but in 
a day or two 
commenced work, 


and the Indians, true to their 
promise, commenced 
an 
attack 


upon them. The whites took shel- 
ter In a ravine, and fought as 
bravely as men 
could fight, dur- 


ing an entire 
day, killing, as it 


has 
since been 
learned, 
more 


than three times their own num- 
bor of tho savage foe; but when 
night came, after more than half 
their number had fallen, and they 
were nearly 
famished 
for 
the 


want of water, they 
made 
a 


break for the 
nearest timber. At 


this crisis all 
but three were 


killed 
or wounded. 
One 
man, 


whose name I do not remember, 
with another 
named Smith, and 


Colonel W. F. Henderson, escaped 
unhurt after much suffering. One 
of the men wandered off alone, 
and made his way to the settle- 
ments, while a man named Violet, 
with a broken leg, crawled eigh- 
teen 
miles 
to 
the Tywockany 


Springs, and 
was found 
there 


nearly a week after the sad dis- 
aster, almost 
famished, but was 


rescued. 


"Two 
of the party who escaped 


took with them General Walter 
P. Lane, severely wounded, with 
one leg broken. Although a few 
had thus escaped the wily foe, 
their danger -was not over. The 
Indians well knew the trail lead- 
ing to the nearest settlement, and 
were ahead of Henderson, Smith 
and the wounded Lane, waylaying 
the route they were to pasa. In 
those troublous" times, both white 
and red men lay by in the day- 
time, and did 
most 
of 
their 


traveling by night. Captain Love 
and Jackson were returning from 
Franklin, and surprised the party 
of Indians while they wore way- 
laying Lane and his friends, who 
were assisting 
him 
to 
hobble- 


along. After disposing of the In- 
diana, 
Love 
and Jackson 
had 


not proceeded far until, at dawn 
of day, they met what they sup- 
posed to be 
more Indians, and 


were on the point of discharging 
their rifles, -when they discovered 
It was Lane, 
Henderson, 
and 


Smith, who were marching Into 
the trap set 
for them by their 


wily foe. Then

defeat of his par-
